There are many ways of killing a mad 
dog without hanging him, and it may be 
that we are helping the Allies more by 
sending them munitions of war than if 
we declared war.

The patience and “wait and 
see” policy he has pursued regarding 
Mexico will, I think, be the best policy, 
and in this European madness it is a 
good thing to have a man like Woodrow 
Wilson, who, as my old, kindly Scotch 
nurse said of the writer when telling 
how I was, “Oh, he taks his meat regu- 
lar and is no out of his mind yet.”

And it is right here that this illuminat- 
ing doctrine of evolution comes to our 
rescue. 

For one thing, it establishes the unity 
of all things, and thus shows that every- 
thing has come from the same original 
source, whether We call that thing good 
or whether we call it bad. There is but 
one central creative source, and what- 
ever we find in the world must have 
come from that one central creative 
source, no matter what it may be. It is 
our duty to recognize this and face 
the facts. Nor need we be at all afraid, 
as I am about to show. 

Another thing that evolution shows 
is the relativity of all things, by which 
I mean that one thing depends on an 
opposite thing. For instance, we could 
not have light without. also having 
darkness. Nor could we have goodness 
without badness. There must be what 
we call evil in the world in order that 
there may be what we call good in the 
world. One thing depends for its exist- 
ence upon its opposite, and many things 
are possible only because .of fighting 
with and overcoming their opposites. 
Thus there would be no such thing as 
virtue if men and women did notéave 
the chance to sin; for virtue, by its-very 
definition, comes from the refusal to sin. 
A man is virtuous when he can be bad 
but won’t be bad. 

But the greatest of all the things that 
evolution has taught us is that the object 
of human life is not happiness, as we are 
prone to believe, but character. This 
world is not here to make us happy, to 
give us a good time from the cradle to 
the grave; it is here to develop in us a 
character—strong, clean, beautiful, en- 
during, like unto the character of God 
himself. That is why there is evil to be 
resisted, that is why there are difficulties 
to be overcome, that is why there are 
battles to be fought without and within, 
that is why life for none of us is one long 
sweet song. The good and the bad in 
this world, the dark and the light, the 
pleasant and the unpleasant, are for the 
discipline of our souls. And when we 
reach this enlightening conclusion, then 
we begin to understand the world, and 
to see how everything fits in with the 
belief that God is good, wise and power- 
ful, so good, so wise, and so powerful 
that He has arranged this world just as 
it is in order that by and by it will surely 
help us to become just what He wants 
us to become. As Lowell said: 

God doth not work as man works, 

But makes all the crooked paths of ill to 
goodness tend.

The systematic campaign of mis- 
representation against equal suffrage 
continues. Sometimes it goes to lengths 
that are surprising. 

On July 8, 1915, the headquarters of 
the Massachusetts Anti-Suffrage Asso- 
ciation had in the middle of its show 
window a large placard declaring in big 
letters that Kansas is the only suffrage 
State which has prohibition. There are 
six: Oregon, Washington, Colorado, 
Idaho, Arizona and Kansas. 

Prominently displayed in the show 
window also was a printed statement 
that ‘throughout Massachusetts the 
woman school -voter.is ishi n- 
tity.” The woman’s school vote in Mas- 
sachusetts during the last few years has 
been much larger than ever before. 
When women were first given the school 
vote, in 1879, less than 5000 voted. Dur- 
ing the twenty years from 1890 to 1910, 
their vote averaged only 15,600. In 
1911 it rose to 22,755. In 1912 it was 
48,127; in 1913, 44,503, and in 1914, 
44,957. 

This anti-suffrage misstatement about 
the women’s school vote has been con- 
tradicted in practically every newspaper 
in Boston, yet the antis still make it in 
their show-window. 

Under the title, “Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young’s Opinion,”’ the window on July 
8 also contained a false report of Mrs. 
Young’s comment on the women’s vote 
at the primaries, which Mrs. Young 
denied in the Chicago Tribune of March 
1, 1915. Her denial was copied into 
the leading newspapers of the East 
early this spring. It would seem that 
both the suffragists and anti-suffragists 
should be careful of the accuracy of 
their statements. 

Miss Mary L, Obenaur, former chief 
of the Women’s Division of the U. S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, has made 
a careful analysis in the field of the 
Oregon law. A digest of her work 
shows that the rates of pay for women 
have increased in that State, as a result 
of the minimum wage. This law was won 
by the new women voters of Oregon in 
1913, the year after suffrage had been 
granted. The direct connection Be- 
tween the ballot and the pay envelope 
has been again established. 


Field Work in the Tropics 


Some time ago, I recall an address 
was to be given the Natpral History 
Society by a man who had been on the 
Amazon; and I read all Orton’s fine 


book in our library about his dis-| 
coveries there, so as to understand his | 


talk better. He had been helping on a 
railroad up near the sources of the great 
highway. Lately I have found another 
reference to Orton’s work of interest to 
us. He was born at Seneca Falls, New 
York, in 1830, educated at Williams 
and Andover Seminary, but chose his 
work as a scientist in 1866, accepting 
a chair at Rochester University. In 
1867 a scientific expedition to the 
Andes and Amazon was fitted out by the 


Smithsonian Institute and Prof. James , 


Orton was chosen to lead it. They did 
fine work, made a valuable collection, 


and he came home safe to a chair at | 


Vassar College'in 1869. In 1873 he 
went again across Peru and took up the 
Titicaca region that is yielding so much 
Old Indian life there. In 1876 he went 
for the third trip to explore a branch 
of the Madeira. They lost supplies and 
had to return six hundred miles through 
a dreadful forest. At Lake Titicaca, 
Orton died, September 25, 1877, from 
exposure, only forty-seven. His friends 
buried him on an island in the lake 
and a Scotch engineer marked the spot 
with a rough stone monument. The 
Vassar girls who loved this gentle poet 
and explorer have started a collection 
among three generations from those 
who knew him best, to place a marble 
shaft there, where the crumbling stone 
marks the spot “where James Orton 
sleeps, almost in the shadow of the 
snow-capped peaks he loved so well, 
sleeps to the sound of the everlasting 
requiem of Titicaca’s ceaseless waves.” 

Some time an Andover boy may, in 
the way of business, become familiar 
with these hoary old places and will be 
glad to recall that Orton once studied 
on the old hill of Andover like Wright 
of the ice work here. I for one would 
like to know what caught the scientist 
away from pulpit to field work—in the 
great cause of truth—to the work of a 
divine Providence, rather than His 
message to men, 

Another interesting study will be the 
difference in the work of the French 
Jesuits in Canada and the Northwest, 
when compared with that of the civil- 
ized section of the Spanish or Latin 
countries of South America. The type 
of Indian is different; the national 
peculiarities’ of the two pioneer sets of 
explorers probably was a great factor 
in the results we see today. Can a high 
type of men be developed only in the 
North? Will the tropics get us as they 
have all other races for graves like 
Orton’s?

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| ANTISOFRRuG NOTES 


In the equal suffrage notes of last 
week’s Townsman several governors of 
suffrage States were quoted. Governor 
Dunne of Illinois says: “I believe 
Chicago is the largest city in the world 
where women are now permitted to 
vote, and they are splendidly availing 
themselves of the opportunity given to 
them by the law which I signed.” At 
the last election in Chicago only 243,309 
women actually went to the polls and 
cast their ballots, although ‘nearly 
725,000 are of voting age. 

Governor Johnson of California added 

is approval. The State which is the 
greatest menace to international peace 
is California. In San Francisco ques- 
tionable dance halls have increased since 
women have had the vote, and at the 
election in November, 1914, state pro- 
hibition, an eight-hour law, the abate- 
ment of houses of prostitution, abolition 
of prize fighting, a minimum wage for 
women, and one day of rest in seven 
were all defeated by big majorities. 

Washington and Oregon governors 
also expressed satisfaction at the success 
of woman suffrage in their States. A 
bill to allow women and children to 


i work twelve hours a day in canneries 


has just been defeated in New York, 
where only men vote, while in California, 
Washington, and Oregon, where women 
vote, there is absolutely no restriction 
as to the hours women and children may 
work in canneries. There are no laws 
forbidding night work for women in 
any suffrage State. 

Governor Stewart of Montana was 
pleased with the success of equal suf- 
frage in his State, Montana having a 
population about one-half that of the 
city of Boston. 

Governor Carlson of Colorado had 
the nerve to write favorably of woman 
suffrage. No State in the Union has 
such savage conflicts between capital 
and labor as Colorado, where women 
have voted since 1893. For nearly a 
year the. presence of Federal troops 
alone prevented the horrors of Civil War. 

In Denver, Judge Lindsey says cases 
on sex charges coming before his court 
have increased 300 per cent. He says 
suffrage leads to Feminism, which 
means “looser women’’, and that ‘“‘it is 
time to call a halt.” ; 

Wouldn’t it be sad if these nice 
governors should fail of reelection!

emphasized by Rev. A. W. Littlefield 
of Needham in an illustrated lecture on 
Immanual Kant’s “Perpetual Peace’’. 
This work of the great philosopher Mr. 
Littlefield considers one of the most im- 
portant books for people to read at the 
present time. 

Kant, Mr. Littlefield said, laid down 
certain definite articles for the securing 
of perpetual peace. The civil constitu- 
tion in each State shall be republican; 
international right shall be founded on a 
federation of free States; the rights of 
men shall be restricted to the conditions 
of universal hospitality, and the maxims 
of philosophers shall be taken into con- 
sideration by statesmen. Mr. Littlefield 
pointed out the bearing of the teaching 
of, Jesus upon the problem of inter- 
national relations. It is just because in 
a very real sense Christianity has not yet 
been tried; just because the churches 
have not made, as they should have 
made, the social application of religion 
that. the world_is_now_in the throes of 
the present terrible conflict. 

In a consideration of ‘‘The Problem 
of the Country Church”, Rev. Dudley 
R. Child of Pepperell showed the ever- 
increasing importance which we are 
coming to attach to the life of rural 
communities. Under the leadership of 
such men as the President, Colonel 
Roosevelt, President Butterfield and 
Professor Carver, attention is being 
turned to the country as never before. 
In the realm of church life no less than 
in civil affairs this new emphasis is being 
felt. In the Methodist church, for ex- 
ample, a special commission has recently 
been appointed to deal with the prob- 
lem.

One of God’s Noblemen 


A peculiarly sad catastrophe of the 
week caused the death of a man whose 
activities had been carried on at a 
distance from Andover, and yet because 
of association with Andover educational 
institutions brings more closely to the 
town a sense of loss. Rev. Arthur H. 
Pingree was of the type of man whose 
place is not easily filled in a community. 
The writer counts himself peculiarly 
fortunate in having seen Mr. Pingree’s 
work at close range, for across the 
Annisquam River from his summer 
home, the camp to which the boys and 
girls of Mr. Pingree’s parish had come 
for a number of years was located. It 
was not alone the new life that follows 
the change from the inland town to the 
seashore that was given to those who 
made up the members of Mr. Pingree’s 
camp. There was much more given to 
the boys and girls who gathered there, 
in the splendid companionship and al- 
most unequaled leadership exercised by 
Mr. Pingree over those in his charge. 
They learned to. swim, to row, to sail, 
and all those other things, but more 
than that they learned to be men and 
women under the direction of a real 
nobleman. 

It is not surprising that men who were 
able, began to do things for Mr. Pingree 
in the town which he had made his home, 
and there will stand for all time in 
Norwood a memorial to his character, 
because he did so well his part in the 
life of that town. It is pathetic to 
think that Mr. Pingree’s death came on 
a bright summer day by drowning in the 
waters of the Annisquam River. The 
scene of the drowning was not his old 
camping-place, for some years ago he 
went from there to his residence at 
Pigeon Cove, but was farther down the 
river where he had gone for a day’s out- 
ing and at a point where there is more 
or less danger at certain times of the 
tide. Every bit of the shore was 
familiar to Mr. Pingree and every drop 
of water in the river was loved by him. 
He was an expert swimmer, but with 
the spirit of sacrifice that marked his 
whole lifé he gave himself, without a 
thought of the dangers that come even 
to expert swimmers at the times when 
the frantic struggles of a dying person 
are so hard to control. The State is less 
full of manhood because Mr. Pingree 
has gone.

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Hostile Submarines in Maine 


A Boston paper of Monday morning. 
contained a glaring and startling ac- 
count of German submarines being 
secreted in a Maine harbor, by Prof. 
Edmund Von Mack of Harvard, with 
Professor Warren K. Moorehead: of 
Andover as his assistant. To Andover 
people who know Prof. Moorehead, his 
work in archaeological research and his 
reasons for his presence in Maine, the 
story is most amusing. All sorts of 
stories are published regarding secret 
missions and enterprises by Germans 
or their agents, and the story probably 
had its origin in the brain of some enter- 
prising newspaper reporter looking for 
a scoop. To people who are familiar 
with the particular spot where the sub- 
marines are alleged to be in hiding, the 
story seems doubly amusing, for it is 
claimed that it would be unsafe for any- 
thing larger than a rowboat to anchor 
there. 

Prof. Moorehead, who is one of the 
leading archaeologists of the country, 
is making a second trip to Maine for 
specimens for the collection at Phillips 
Academy and is meeting with great 
success, as already four large cases have 
been received at the Archaeology build- 
ing on Main street. Prof. Moorehead 
explored Maine two years ago and 
brought back many valuable Indian 
relics. He will be gone for the greater 
part of the summer,

BERMAN ADVANGE IS HALTED 


Invaders Facing Suddenly Revived Stav 


Onslaught—Teutons’ Failure to En- 
velop Muscovites’ Main Army Woulo 
Rob Victory of Greatest Value— 
‘Fighting on Western Front Consists 
Mainly of Artillery Duele—Reason 
For Evacuation of “Hill 60” Is at 
Last Explained by Britain 


Russia’s steel ring around Warsaw 
is still unbroken. The spectacula: 
drive of the flower of the German 
army has been abruptly checked both 
north and south of the Polish capital. 

Hundreds of thousands of Russian 
reserves have been hurled into ‘the 
struggle by Grand Duke Nicholas at 
exactly the crucial moment, and the 
German hordes are no nearer the 
Wallis of the city than they were 
twenty-four hours ago, while. they 
are facing a suddenly revived Slav 
Onslaught in the valley of the Narew 
and on the plains below Lublin that 
totally changed the complexion of 
affairs within a very few hours. 

Warsaw is still in peril, but it is 
evident that the royal couple from 
Berlin who are waiting at Posen to 
make a triumphal entry into the east- 
ern capital will have to wait longer 
than they expected. 

News that the great German en- 
veloping movement is checked comes 
from Berlin itself, no official news 
having been sent out from Petrograd. 
This is in consonance with the usual 
custom of Grand Duke Nicholas, who 
is chary of bulletins from the front 
so long as there is doubt ag to the 
issue of big fighting. 

The first slowing up of the German 
advance came in the valley of the 
Narew, northeast of Warsaw, where, 
according to the Berlin statement, the 
forces of General von Gallwitz have 
been unable to get beyond Rozan, 
Pultusk and the outskirts of Novo 
Georgiesk. 

It is declared that desperate Rus- 
sian attacks were repulsed at these 
points, with the usual German ad- 
denda that the Russian losses were 
heavy and that “we took 1000 prison- 
ers.” But the fact that no further 
progress was made toward the city 
is palpably shown. sot 

Contingency Prepared For 

That Warsaw may fall into the 
hands of the Teutonic armies is a 
contingency that Russia has held con- 
stantly in view from the very start. 
With a knowledge of Germany’s abil- 
ity to. mobilize rapidly Russia was 
rather inclined not to attempt its de- 
fense in the early stages. 

The failure of the Germans, how- 
ever, in their rush on Paris, due to 
the fact that first the Belgians and 
then the British tripped’ up the ‘ad- 
vance, gave Russia an opportunity to 
hold the fortress. Again when the 
Germans got near the city in one of 
their early drives toward the Polish 
capital Petrograd announced the in- 
tention to evacuate the position. ‘Phe 
fortune of war made this unneces- 
sary. They will abandon it now 
rather than risk having a strong gar- 
rison cooped up in the place. 

The German operations are aimed at 
the Russian main armies. It is hoped 
to get them in the' vise, the jaws of 
which cut into Russia at Windau on 
the north and Krasnik on the south, 
while Novo Georgievsk on the Narew 
and the Bzura front are in its apex. 
Should the Russians fail to exert suf- 
ficient pressure to keep these jaws 
from closing they must get out of 
Warsaw. If they do this as success- 
fully as they have conducted other 
retreats Germany, while winning a 
territorial victory, will have failed in 
destroying Russia’s fighting power. 

French Partially Successful 

The French have made another bid 
for the valley of the Fecht, in the 
Vosges. They have delivered sev- 
eral attacks which have peen par- 
tially successful and have captured the 
heights dominating that valley from 
the east. About the same time French 
airmen dropped bombs on Colmar, 

Beyond this and a German attack 
in the Argonne, which, the Germans 
claim, met with success, and an- 
other German attack in the forest of 
Apremont, which the French assert 
was repulsed, only artillery engage- 
ments have occurred along the west- 
ern front. 

The Italian offensive on the Isonzo 
continues and Rome reports further 
progress, particularly on the Carso 
plateau. 

British Loss of Hill 60 

The government announced in 
the British house of commong that 
the famous Hill 60 had been aban- 
doned and that as the evacuation was 
made with great secrecy the fact has 
not been made known until the in- 
formation is no longer of military im- 
portance. : 

Presumably the evacuation took 
place weeks ago—after a good many 
Gays of heavy fighting for this nii— 
the Germane having obtained a foot- 
hold on its slope on May 6, No Ger- 
man announcement has been made ot 
its capture.

This abandonment of Hill 60 is thc 
more remarkable in that the British 
press for weeks boasted the glory ot 
its capture. Late in April General 
French reported the German attempts 
to recapture the hill—to which they 
attach great importnce—had appar- 
ently ceased. They were, however, 
renewed in May. London newspapers 
declared Hill 60 was to become as 
famous as the Green Hill at Plevna 
because it held command of the Ger- 
man intrenchments for miles on either 
side. 


Italian Cruiser Is Sunk 

An Italian cruiser squadron, com- 
prising the Vares, Francesco Ferru- 
cio, Giuseppe Garibaldi and Vettor 
Pisani, proceeded to Cattaro, an 
Austrian seaport in Dalmatia, and 
opened fire, 

During the course of the operations 
the Italian commander’ discovered 
that a number of Austrians battleships 
had taken refuge in the harbor. 
These, although not of modern type, 
would have been able effectively to 
face the somewhat slow Italian squad- 
ron, hence the Italian cruisers re- 
tired. i 

As the cruisers were withdrawn, 
Austrian submarines were sent out to 
attack them. The Giuseppe Garibaldi 
was struck by a torpedo and sunk. 
The crew jumped into the sea and the 
majority of them were saved. 

The Giuseppe Garibaldi was an ar- 
mored cruiser of 7234 tons displace- 
ment. She was 344 feet long and was 
laid down in 1898. Her complement 
was 550 men, She was armed with 
one 10-inch, two 8-inch, fourteen 6- 
inch and ten 3-inch guns. 


SINKING OF THE LUSITANIA 


Court Finds That Killing of: Thousand 
Persons Was Intentional 

Baron Mersey announced, as_ his 
finding, that the sinking of the liner 
Lusitania May 7, with the loss of 
more than 1000 persons, including 
above 100 Americans, was the result 
of an act by a German submarine, 
which not only had intended to de- 
stroy the ship but had planned to blot 
out the lives of its passengers. 

The report exonerated Captain Tur- 
ner and the Cunard line from all 
blame and found the Lusitania was 
not armed. Mersey’s summary of 
the court’s report follows: 

“After having carefully inquired 
into the circumstance of the disaster 
the court finds the loss of said ship 
and lives was due to damage caused 
the ship by torpedoes fired by a sub- 
marine of German nationality. 

“In the opinion of the court the 
act was done not merely with the in- 
tention of sinking the ship, but also 
with the intention of destroying the 
lives of the people on board.” 


FIRM STAND FAVORED 


Cabinet Backs President In His At- 
titude Toward Germany 

President Wilson laid before the 
cabinet an outline of the new note to 
Germany in response to Berlin’s last 
answer to the American notes on the 
sinking of the Lusitania and subma- 
rine warfare. 

It was the first cabinet meeting in 
a month, and the secretaries, return- 
ing from different sections of the 
country, brought to the president 
their views of public sentiment. Gen- 
erally it was for taking a firm stand. 

Confidence seemed manifest that in 
the absence of any new violation ot 
American rights the situation would 
not become immediately dangerous. 

Some officials were impressed, how- 
ever, that the attack on the British 
steamer Orduna, endangering a-score 
of Americans, had introduced a new 
set of circumstances, showing that 
even on voyages from Europe to the 
United States submarine wartare, as 
being waged by Germany, 
neutrals to constant risks,

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IS RESPL 
FOR SIX DEATHS 


Bellef of Police Concerning 
Eleven-Year-Old Boy 


IS HELD AS A DELINQUENT 


Strong Indications That He Set Fire 
to House In Which a Chelsea Man, 
His Wife and Four Daughters, Per- 
ished—Had Prepared to Fire Own 
Home and Another Building 


That an ll-year-old boy is respon- 
sible for the death by suffocation of 
six persons at a fire at 46 Beacon 
street, Chelsea, Mass., and for a 
long series of incendiary fires in Chel- 
sea, is firmly believed by State Of- 
ficer Thompson and Chief White of 
the Chelsea police. 

The boy is Charles Taylor of 20 
Hawthorne street, Chelsea. Taylor 
was arrested by White and ~ 1omp- 
son. Places in his home and _ the 
house next door were found to have 
been saturated with kerosene in a 
similar manner to that in which the 
house at 46 Beacon street was satu- 
rated before the fire was set. 

It is the belief of the police that 
the Taylor lad intended to set fire to 
his own home and the apartment next 
door. 

At the time the youthful suspect 
was arrested, he stated that he had 
been at home Monday night. Taylor’s 
brother told a different story. At po- 
lice headquarters, where young Tay- 
lor was questioned by Thompson, the 
boy told three conflicting stories re- 
garding his actions, 

“We can connect this boy with the 
Beacon street fire,” said Thompson, 
after the Taylor lad had been under a 
cross-fire of questions for more than 
an hour. 

Taylor will be locked up as a de- 
linquent for the present on account 
of his extreme youth, and later a 
serious charge will probably be booked 
against him. 

The block in which Taylor lives is 
similar to that at 46 Beacon street, 
except that it is constructed of wood. 

The stairways in the Hawthorne 
street house are much like those in 
the Beacon street building and kero- 
sene had been applied to them in a 
similar manner. 

It was reported that two state po- 
lice officers have been detailed to stay 
in Chelsea until the mysteries of the 
incendiary fires are cleared up. 

Four men were rescued from the 
windows of the burning building: by 
firemen by means of ladders. 

Michael Jankowski and his wife, 
Rose, with four daughters, are the 
dead. Anastacia, 9 years old, a 
daughter, and Charles, a son, 3 years 
old, alone survive. The girl was 
saved by a pulmotor,, but her condi- 
tion is critical. The boy is suffering 
from the effects of smoke which he in- 
haled. 

The loss is estimated at about 
$2500, of which about $2000 is on the 
building, which is owned by Louis 
Goldberg. The remainder is sus- 
tained by the Jankowski family. ‘The 
first and second floors are unoccupied, 
the Jankowski family being the only 
occupants of the house,

Foreign Visitors in Andover 


LOCALNEWS NOTES 


Visitors of exceptional interest were 
in Andover one day last week, in the 
person of two. gentlemen from Japan, 
who came especially to see the place 
where their beloved countryman, Joseph 
Hardy Neesima, lived and studied forty 
years ago. Some of our elder citizens 
will remember that youth in his eartest 
study in Phillips Academy and Andover 
Seminary, and his inflexible determina- 
tion to go back to his native land and 
found a Christian school for his country- 
men. Doshisha University at Kyoto, 
was the magnificent result of his deter- 
mination, and one of these young men, 
Mr. Uraguchi, was a member of the last 
class to graduate under his presidency 
in 1890, when Dr. Nessima died, and 
was one of the young men privileged to 
bear his casket for miles to the mountain 
slope where he was buried—an incident 
published in this country as one of re- 
markable interest at the time. 

This man, after teaching several 
years in the government schools of 
Japan, and for a few months in Dosh- 
isha, has been elected as professor in a 
new course of study in the English lan- 
guage and literature in the university. 
Having finished a course of study in 
Andover Seminary (Cambridge), he is 
now about to return to take up that 
work. But he could not go until he 
had seen Andover, so closely associated 
with the early experiences of the be- 
loved Neesima in this country. They 
visited the missionary bowlder, the 
cemetery where they saw the grave of 
Dr. M. L. Gordon, the Seminary build- 
ings where Neesima roomed and studied, 
the library where they saw the pictures 
of Dr. Bancroft, his teacher, of Alpheus 
Hardy, his benefactor, and of Dr. John 
L. Taylor, his special friend and guide 
in his studies; walked down past the 
residences of the professors, where he 
was always a welcome guest, and saw 
the Abbot Academy, whose Miss Mc- 
Keen was his Sunday School teacher for 
a time at the South church. 

He was remarkably familiar with 
the missionaries in Japan, who had once 
studied in Andover, as Dr. and Mn. 
Pettee, Dr. and Mrs. Gordon—the 
latter still doing a grand work there— 
Dr. and Mrs. Cary, Mr. and Mr. 
Samuel C. Bartlett, Mr. and Mrs. 
Enoch Frye Bell, as well as with former 
Japanese students here, Murai, Kata- 
yama, Hirotsu, and others. The other 
gentleman, Mr. Horiuchi, was a later 
pupil at Doshisha, and is taking 4 
special course in dentistry in the United 
States before returning to practice that 
profession in Japan. 

Since this visit, I have learned that 
Mr. Uraguchi is planning to take back 
books for a library in his English de- 
partment in Doshisha, and some vol- 
umes have already been contributed oF 
money to procure them. It is quite 
possible that some of the former friends 
of Neesima and of Japan may be gia 
to help along that plan which will mean 
so much to the future students ° 
Neesima’s University.
